THE PIRATE HOUSE. 



On the gulf coast of Southern Flor- 
ida, within an hundred yards of where 
the Manatee river commingles its 
murky waters with the azure blue of 
Old jkmpa Bay, stands the oldest 
bouse In the traditional history of th 
"cracker" inhabitants along the banks 
of tb«t picturesque and famous little 
. stream. 

Just how long it has stood there, as 
it does, amidst a wild tangle of bush 
and vine that grow and clamber about 
the gnarled and twisted trunks of gi-

The bit of history, (or rather tradi- 
tion,) mentioned, says that years 
and years ago when the Florida gulf 
coast was infested by Spanish pirates, 
the Manatee river was the rendezvous 
of several of these murderous bands. 

They cruised about upon the high 
seas in swift, lugger-rigged vessels, 
preying upon merchant craft that 
passed between the Tortugas and 
Florida reef, and after pillage am 
murder found safe retreat from pui 
suit in the labyrinth of channels and 
passes leading from the open gulf to 
the mouth of the river. 

It was these maurauders of the sea 
who buildcd the house as a place of 
carousal and carnality. To it they 
brought their stolen booty, together 
with unfortunate female captives whc 
were saved the horrible fate of "walk- 
ing the plank'' for more terrible and 
revolting deaths. 

Their vessels moored safely in the

The use of pulp paper In books is 
causing a great deal of trouble to 
librarians, says the Cincinnati 
Times-Star. They find that books 
printed on pulp paper have not 
long a period of existence as those of 
former times. If the book is much 
used it soon assumes a "dog-eared" 
appearance and its ordinary life is 
but a year or two. If it is but rarely 
read the heat of the library seems to 
act upon the leaves, rendering them 
brittle; and in a few years rendering 
the volume worthless. 

"1 find the most trouble with the 
German books," said Librarian 
Whelpley, of the publie library, tbe 
other day. "Nearly all of the books 
secured by us from Germany are 
printed on pulp paper, and they 
don't last as long as the books of the 
olden time. They first commence to 
get brittle on the edges. The reader 
unconsciously tears away a part of 
the broken edge of a leaf and before 
many months a new volume looks as 
If it had been in circulalatii 
many years as it has months. The 
German manufacturers of pulp paper 
do not seem to be able to make as 
good a grade of paper as the English 
and American manufacturers. Prob- 
ably the American pulp paper is su- 
perior to that manufactured in any 
other country. Our manufacturers 
seemed to have acquired a degree of 
perfection in their articles that none 
of the others approach In any de- 
gree. They use more clay in the 
manufacture of the paper than tbe 
others do, and that renders their 
paper heavier. 

"But even at the best the life of a 
pulp-paper book is not a long one. 
A man beginning as a boy a collec- 
tion of them would probably find, 
when .he reached three-score and 
ten, that his earlier collection had 
been seriously injured by age, and 
that the pages were so brittle that 
they could not be handled without 
breaking. I can cite one case of a 
book printed on English pulp paper 
in this respect. It was a copy of 
Matthew Henry's commentary on 
the Bible. It had been in the library 
thirty years or so and but rarely 
called for. At the end of that time, 
■hile being examined, some thirty 
pages broke off In the hand like 
tinder, so brittle had they become. 

"Librarians have a great deal to 
contend with In prolonging the ex- 
istence of a book," continued Mr, 
Whelpley, "that the uninitiated do 
not dream of. There is always a 
certain amount of heat in a library, 
which has a damaging influence on 
the paper in books and their binding. 
It is hard to believe, but it is a fact 
that since the introduction of elec- 
tric lighting in €he library we find 
the life of our books prolonged. This 
is because the electric lights give out 
but little heat and no gases. The 
excessive heat of gas lights and the 
gases they throw off after combus- 
tion did sad damage to our books 
and their bindings. Speaking of 
bindings, they are a source of anx- 
iety to librarians. The best of leath- 
er bindings will rot In time. Cloth 
bindings are the best for private 
libraries, for they keep forever if the 
book is not too much handled. But 
they have their disadvantages. They 
are of no use on bulky volumes and 
in public libraries they wear out too 
quickly. All of the editions de luxe 
are printed on English linen paper, 
because publishers know that they 
would not have a life of many years 
If printed on pulp paper." 



NOTED POOS IN HISTORY. 
n» Aaeteat Greek* Were rood of Me.*-. 
Canine rrf.nd. 

Nothing i 9 truer than the old saying- 
that a person who loves dogs and flow- 
era can always be trusted. The man, 
woman or child who cherishes an af- 
fection for a cat or dog 1» certain to 
have a large streak of kindness in his 
or her nature. 

According to a writer in Golden Days 
there have appeared In history a num- 
ber of famous dogs. The memory of 
"the dog of Marathon" Uvea with the 
memory of the Greek heroes who fell 
with it in that famous battle against 
the Persian hosts. The Greeks raised 
statues of their doga. Socrates s' 
by his doj?s, and Alexander the Great 
honored his by building a city 
magnificent temples, which he dedicat- 
ed to their memory. There was a dog 
named Soter, so noted among the Cor- 
inthians for his fidelity that he was 
voted a silver collar, on which was the 
Inscription: "Corinth's Defender and 
Deliverer." 

Plutarch mentions a sagacious dog 
that King Pyrrhus found beside the 
murdered body of his master. After- 
ward it sprang fiercely upon two of the 
king's soldiers, pointing them out as 
his murderers. A monument was built 
over the remains of the dog owned by 
Xantippus, the father of Pericles. De- 
nied admission upon his master's ship, 
he swam alongside of it from Athens to 
Salamis, and fell dead of exhaustion at 
the* feet of Xantippus the moment he 
stepped ashore. 

Homer erected a beautiful memorial 
to Argos, the dog owned by Ulysses— 
not out of marble, but in a verse that is 
more enduring. When Ulysses, after 
his long wanderings, returned to his 
home, disguised as a beggar, his dog. 
Mien twenty years old and blind, was 
the first to recognize him. 

De Montdidier, an officer under 
Charles V. of France, was murdered. 
His dog met Macaire, a brother officer, 
and sprang at his throat. The king 
suspectud that Macaire was the murder- 
er, and ordered dog and man to do bat- 
tle. The man was allowed a club and 
shield and the dog a cask, into which 
light retreat when hard pressed.

But they found ready to their hands 
in the river most abundant materials 
for making bricks, with which their 
temples and towns were built This 
clay they mixed with chopped straw.

In other cases they were burnt. In 
the case of the burnt bricks they Inter- 
calated layers of reeds, and bound them 
together by bitumen, instead of mor- 
tar. This was chiefly brought irom 
Hit, on the Euphrates, where it still 
abounds. 

The bricks were beautifully made in 
molds, and in the normal pattern were 
about one foot square, four or five 
inches thick, and rectangular in shape, 
and sometimes triangular or otherwise 
formed, so as readily to make up into 
arches and vaults. 

Many of them bore the names of the 
early kings Impressed upon them, as 
may be seen in specimens in the British 
museum. Brickniaking was truly an 
Important art in these early times.

THE SHELLS OF KNOWLEDGE, 
hlldrea Really 
Everyday Lit*. 
It was startling to find, as I once did, 
a boy of fourteen who had been so per- 
sistently taught that the moon shone 
by reflected light that he believed the 
moon to be nothing more than an image 
of the sun cast on the celestial sphere, 
much as we throw a sunbeam on 
the wall, says a writer in Popular 
Science Monthly. lie was greatly sur- 
prised at the time of an eclipse to find 
that the moon was a solid body. It re- 
flected somewhat on the usefulness of 
geography to find children whose main 
impression, after a considerable study 
of the map, was that Pennsylvania was 
yellow and New Jersey pink, while for 
some unexplained reason New York 
Doubtless things have im- 
proved since those days, but even now, 
in the year of grace 1895, the study of 
child psychology Is revealing the fact 
that large percentages of our school 
children are ignorant of the most every- 
day realities of life. These same chil- 
dren can outtalk and outname their less- 
schooied elders. They can make aquiat 
country boy silent and abashed In the 
presence of their wordy knowledge. 
But In spite of It all they leave 
pression of undesirable helpli 
Now, we' are all agreed that, as things 
Stand at present, the school cannot be 
dispensed with. Its benefits are much 
too substantial. But it can be supple- 
mented, arid some at least of these de- 
ficiencies corrected. The early motive 
for the introduction of manual training 
precisely this.

The work went on with earn- 
est singleness of purpose and com- 
mands the respect of even those who 
see in manual training something much 
deeper than this mere convenience.

Controversy in religious matters 
pays nop; spirtualivideuds. 



At the beginning of the civil war in 
1861, the capitol building was not more 
than half completed. The readers who 
were born since 1860 know no more of 
that great struggle for the life of the 
nation than they know of the war with 
Mexico or the war of the revolution. 
It Is all history to them save that it has 
been a home story about the firesides 
of the men of the north and of the 
south who participated In the grapple 
and carnage of battle. It was a won- 
derful spectacle, even as a reminis- 
cence, to see two sections of a great na- 
tion engaged in such deadly combat ex- 
tending over a period of years. 

The capital city of the republic was 
so located that It was on the border- 
land of the seceding section, and south 
of the center of the loyal north. The 
public buildings, the official records

and the national 
almost wholly unprotected. The peo- 
ple of the south were in earnest about 
secession, and hoped for some sort of a 
peaceful compromise. They did not 
want to fire on the old fiag, or they 
could have taken Washington city be- 
fore the inauguration of Abraham Lin- 
coln. They were prepared for war, 
and the north was not. I have always 
given them credit for conservatism at 
the outset, in keeping hands off of the 
capital, which was at their mercy. There 
was not a fort manned, nor a sentinel 
here for defense, until after 



The capitol building was a mass of 
tall derricks surrounded by piles of 
marble blocks. The central portion of 
the building was complete and occupied 
But the dome looked like 



hed parachute. Its iron arms 
extended half way to their keystone, 
without covering, and the workmen, 
away up in the air, looked like dwarfs 
at play on the limbs of a leafless ban- 
yan tree with ruined trunk. There 
were many men in those days who be- 
lieved that it would never be finished. 



ing is on Maryland soil, and Maryland 
will secede with the other southern 
states. In the division of the country 
by compromise, it will belong to the 
south. We will take it down and re- 
move it to Montgomery, Ala., or Rich- 
mond, Va. Of course we will not have 
our capitol so near to Yankee soil, for 
it would be exposed if there should 
ever be a war. Besides we will want 
cated nearer the center of the con- 
federacy." 

Many leading southern gentlemen 
had no clear idea that war was immi- 
nent They were thoroughly imbued 
with the belief that the men of the 
north would not tight against secession. 
They sincerely regarded their right to 
withdraw from the union as a constitu- 
al privilege. They possessed all of 
the Atlantic and gulf ports, with their 
fortifications and equipments, and the 
bulk of the army. Moreover, there 
were many people in the northern 
states who were like-minded, and who 
deprecated war. Hence there was a 
prevailing sentiment that the capitol 
would never be completed. The whole 
scene changed in the twinkling of an 
eye. The steamer "Star of the West," 
flying the stars and stripes, carrying 
supplies and reinforcements to Fort 
Sumter, was fired upon, and immedi- 
ately thereafter Fort Sumter was 
bombarded and captured. That settled 
whole matter, and we were in the 
ence of a crisis— an epoch of his- 
tory. 

The war began, the national capital 
was defended, the president and cab- 
inet remained here, troops were called 
for, the congress assembled, and the 
work of completing the capitol build- 
ing went on as though profound peace 
prevailed. The dome was completed, 
the senate and house wings were added, 
and, In 1864, while hundreds of thou- 
sands of our people rvere battling for 
supremacy of the principles they es- 
poused, the marble building on the 
summit of the commanding eminence 
grew into what it now is, "a thing of 
beauty and a joy forever." 

But there was great excitement here 
when Virginia's legislature passed an 
ordinance of secession on April 17, 
18«L This was followed by news to 
the effect that the young men aU over 
the south were meeting together in 
every village and hamlet and cross- 
roads, and forming companies and drill- 
ing with muskets i and where muskets 
were not to be had they used pitch- 
forks or other Implements that first 
j to hand, and they deolared that 
in less than a fortnight the southern 
fiag should float over the national capi- 
tol. This fact alarmed everybody in 
Washington, for the capital was abso- 
lutely defenseless. The local papers 
called for meetings of loyal men to 
form companies and defend the city. It 
was folly realised that the troops 
called for in tho proclamation of Preair 
deat Lincoln voold not reach Wi 



ton in time to prevent Its capture. 
President Lincoln keenly realized the 
situation, and all available troops of 
the small reprular army were ordered 
hen ; put t ransportation was not so 
ready nor so speedy as it becHine with 
the exigencies of the times. This city 
was largely in sympathy with secession. 
But two companies were speedily 
formed, composed almost wholly of 
men of the north and west who were 
temporarily In the city. Many of them 
were prominent in political and official 
life. The company called the Frontier 
Guards was commanded by Hon. James 
H- Lane, of Kansas, of 'border-rufllan" 
fame. This company guarded the white 
house. The other company was called 
the Clay battalion, and was commanded 
by Hon. Cassius M. Clay. The Clay 
battalion was quartered In Grace 
church, adjoining Willard's hotel, i 
the treasury. 

For two days and nights these little 
bands of Inexperienced men were the 
only guardians of the national capital. 
The Clay battalion marched to the navy 
yard and guardod the property there, 
as it was rumored that it would all be 
burned after midnight. A member of 
that orfi-anization, speaking of his first 
experience as a soldier, said: 

"On arriving at the navy yard a guard 
was placed around the grounds, and 
the rest of the men, some forty or fifty, 
found quarters as best they might in a 
large ship building. I took lodgings in 
the fold of a large sail that was 
pended hammock-like over a beam. A$ 
twelve o'clock a relief guard was called 
for, and being uncomfortably bent up 
and chilly in the sail, I jumped out and 
was the first to respond to the corporal's 
call; and for my promptness I was as- 
signed the post of honor (as he told 
me, although I didn't know what It 
meant). My beat was next the river, 
and it was much more comfortable 
marching back and forth four rods un- 
der the starlight and with good musket 
than it was in the sail. We expected 
the attack would come, if at all. from 
Alexandria and by way of the river. 
We peered out into the darkness which 
hung over the broad waters of the Po- 
tomac, trying to get sight of an enemy 
that we hoped would not come. About 
sixty yards off' lay a long, low, black 
steamer that had been captured, and 
which, about three o'clock a. m., 
showed signs of getting up steam. 
After holding a short council with the 
sentry next to me we concluded to re- 
port the fact that the vessel was mak- 
ing steam to the commandant of the 
yard, which we did through the cor- 
poral of the guard, and word was re- 
turned that it was all right 'and accord- 
ing to orders.' About an hour later 
Commander Dahlgren came out of his 
residence in full dress uniform, and be- 
ing challenged gave the password, 
'Massachusetts,* and then descended 
the steps to the water's edge, got into 
his gig, went on board the suspicious 
vessel and it moved slowly and silently

away. I now understood what the cor- 
poral meant by the 'post of honor.'" 
The arrival of the Sixth Mossachu- 
itts infantry, on April 19, did not re- 
lieve the apprehensions of the presi- 
dent and other officials. Rioters In 
Baltimore had killed four and wounded 
thirty-six members of that regiment, 
and the authorities of Baltimore declared 
that no mora troops should pass through 
the city. President Lincoln declared 
that they should. During that night 
the secession leaders of the Baltimore 
mobs were busy burning bridges and 
tearing up the railroad track, thus cut- 
ting off all connection with the north. 
Without mail facilities, or other means 
ition with the outside 
world, the gloom thickened.

Imental band, bearing at their 
head the stars and stripes, their well- 
fllled columns, their regular step and 
soldierly bearing, won the admiration 
of all, and each one felt that the crisis 
was past and the capital saved. 

At any moment, at any hour of the 
day or night, the Virginia boys could 
have taken Washington and won great 
preBtlge to the confederacy. After that 
date the troopers of the northland 
came pouring into the city on every 
train. But the war was not over in 
or in ninety days.
